What  is  the  Gospel  ?  It  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvafio'n— few   i  ,\q 
Its  first  principles  are  faith,  repentance  and  baptisii!  for  the  remission  of  sins' 
the  laying  on  hands  for  ihe  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  &c— Hebrews  v    1*-I , 
yi,  1—3.  Reader  have  you  become  obedient  to  this  Gospel?   If  so,  ii  i's  well 
if  not,  do  not  delay,  for  '«  the  Lord  Jesus  will  sliortly  come  in  fiarmu*  tire' 
taking  vengeance  on  them  that  know  not  God,  and  that  obey  not  the  Gospel 
of  Chnst'>-2  Ihessalonians,  i.  7,  8.  Jesus  says,  «  Except  a  man  be  born  of 
water  and  of  the  Spmt,  he  cannot  enter  the   Kingdom  of  God"— John  iii    5 
Accept  then  ot  salvation  on  God's  terms,  namely,  the  scriptural  plan.    First* 
believe  in  God  the  Father,    Jesus  Christ  the  Son,    and  in   the  Holy  Ghost  - 
believe  al.o  the  doctrine  of  Christ— 2  John  9.     Second,  repent,  confess  vour 
sins  before  God,  and  turn  away  from  them.    Third,  be  baptized  in  water  for 
the  remission  of  sins— See  Matthew  xxviii,   19,  20,— Mark  xvi,  15    I(5_ 
Acts,  ii.  37.38-x.  48-xxii.  16.  The  correct  mode  of  baptism  is  by  immer- 
sion, or  being  buried  in  the  water— See  Matthew  iii.  lb— Acts  viii    38   3'J 
—Romans  vi.  3— 6— Colossians  ii.  1 1,   12— John  iii.  23.     But  who  are  the 
proper  subjects  ot  baptism  ?   Adults  or  persons  capable  of  hearing  believinir 
and  repenting— See  Acts  ii.  38-41-Acts  viii.  5-12,  36-39- Acts  xvii#8 
I  here  is  no  command,  precept,  injunction,  or  example,  either  from  our  Lord 
his  apostles     disci^es,  or  any  of  the  first  Christians,  to  baptize  infants  : 
infant  sprinkling  is  therefore  unnecessary  and  unscriptural.  Fourthly,  receive, 
the  laying  on  of  hands  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  for  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  in  the  ordinance  of  confirmation — See  Acts  viii.    14~i9 xix    1    7 

These  are  the  first  conditions  of  the  Gospel  ;  all  who  cotnply'with  them 
receive  remission  of  sins,  and  are  made  partakers  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Throu-h 
these  conditions,  they  become  the  adopted  sons  and  daughters  of  Go°d 
ihrough  this  process  they  are  born  again,  first  of  water,  and  then  of  the  spirit 
and  become  children  ot  the  kingdom,  heirs  of  God,  and  saints  of  the  Most 
High.  But  mark  !  these  ordinances  are  to  be  administered  by  those  living 
authority  to  act  in  the  kingdom  of  God,  otherwise  they  are  void  and  Hleaal 
bee  1  Samuel  xiii,  10— 14—  Mark  iii.   14— Rom.  x.  14,  15— Heb   v  4° 

The  holy  priesthood  has  been  lost.      It  is  again  restored  to  the  church  of 
Jesus  Christ  ot  Latter-day  Saints.  The  angel  has  flow,,  ibiorfjgh  the  heavens 
bent  its   way  to   earth,    brought    the  eve.lasting  Gospel  commissioned  men 
once  more  to   "preach  it  in  all  the  world   for  a  witness,  and  then  shall  the 
end  come." — Revelations  xiv.  (j — Matthew  xxiv,    14. 

It  is  the  privilege  of  the  Saints  to  receive  the  gifts  and  blessings  which 
flow  from  the  Holy  Spirit  through  the  proper  administering  of  the  above 
ordinances,  such  for  induce  us  the  gifts  of  ievelation,  prophecy,  visions  the 
ministering  of  angels,  healing  the  sick  l,y  the  laying  on  of  nanus  in  the  name 
of  Jesus,  speaking  in  new  tongues  and  interpreting  them,  the  working  of 
miracles,  and  in  sho.t  all  the  gifts  as  mentioned  in  scripture  or  as  enjoyed 
by  the  ancient  saints— Fcr  proof,  see  .v.... I.  xvi,  17—20.  John  x.v,  12.— 
-vi,  13— Acts  n.  17— 18.— I  Co,,  xii,  xiii,  14.— James  v.  (-},  15.
